Reason for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -1 7 are allowed over prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
prior art of Frouin who teaches transmission of isochronic and asynchronous data with 
respect to priority, Zitek who teaches a control system that utilizes anisochronic models 
and Zitek et al who teaches control models that utilize anisochronic inverse control of 
time delay systems, they fail to teach or suggest cumulative transmission capacities of 
the reserved channels exceeds the bandwidth of the asynchronous data stream and 
partitioning data of the anisochronic data stream into packets, and filling bit locations of 
the packets not required to transmit the anisochronic data with filler data.
